When the Tulare county board 
of supervisors this week postponed 
the deeding of county-owned pro- 
perty, purchased for a veteran 
“memorial building, to the South 
Tulare County Memorial district, 
the matter of disposition of county 
funds raised for veterans memorial 
districts and possible future coun- 
ty policies in regard to veterans 
‘memorials was again brought to 
public attention. 

Concerning the South Tulare 
district deal, the supervisorial ac- 
tion was taken in order to give 
time to insert a clause in the 
agreement that if the property 
deeded by the county to the mem- 
orial district is ever abandoned 
by the district, it will revert back 
to the county. 

And a suggestion was also made 
that a time limit of 10 years for 
construction be set for all mem- 
orial districts that request their 
prorata share of existing county 
veterans’ memorial funds. 

Background of the situation is 
that at about the time World War 
II ended, Tulare county supervi- 
sors set up a county-wide, vet- 
erans’ memorial tax, funds from

No worse than an average year 
is expected as far as pest control 
is concerned, however, in some 
areas, cotton growers are worried 
about water supply. 

In the 1948 season report of 
Agricultural Commissioner Oscar 
Hemphill figures show a 219,000 
bale production for Tulare county 
cotton, with 82,464 tons of seed. 
Total return for cotton and seed 
was listed as 39,331,426.

DISTRICTS 
DISCUSSED 


(Continued from Page 1) 
which went into a county fund 
that was to be later distributed 
to memorial districts as they were 
formed in the county, with the 
stipulation that the money was to 
be spent for veteran meeting 
places. 

As districts have been formed, 
during the past two or three years, 
including the Porterville district, 
the Terra Bella district and the 
Lindsay-Strathmore district, re- 
quests have been made for trans- 
fer to county memorial funds, 
either as cash or as represented 
by land, to new memorial districts, 
however, no transfers have been 
made as yet. 

Aetually, the legality of the 
county turning money or land 
over eompletely to a memorial 
district, has been questioned, as 
well as the spending of general 
tax money to provide meeting 
Plaees for specific groups. 

Thinking of some memorial dis- 
trict board members in southern 
Tulare county has been that since 
district money is coming from a 
general tax, then that money 
should be spent for a “‘living’’ 
memorial, possibly in the form of 
civic auditoriums, open for public 
use, or other types of public facil- 
ities. 

Apparent present -thifking of 
the Tulare county board of super- 
visors is that the policy of the 
county concerning tax money now 
held for eventual release to exis- 
ting memorial districts should*be 
relaxed to the extent of allowing 
evpenditures for public buildings 
rather than restricting to the ori- 
ginally intended veteran meet- 
ing places, and, at the same time 
broadening powers of the mem- 
orial district boards concerning 
buildings and planning. 

Dropping in a bit of editorial 
comment, we believe that the mat- 
ter of county policy on veteran 
memorial districts should be de- 
finitely established; that the ac- 
cumulated funds should be appor- 
tioned to the existing districts as 
originally stated and that since 
the veteran memorial plans have 
gone as far as they have, the var- 
ious districts get busy on their 
Memorial facilities, make those 
facilities as nearly self-supporting 
as possible, then cut the memorial 
district taxes to a minimum. 

And, ‘we might add, certainly 
those facilities should be of a 
public nature, not golely for the 
benefit of veterans, since they will 
be built with general tax money.
